Those who lalnired so long to ojnvinco 
themselves that jirices of iion and its 
products must ri^e in sj)ite of the unpre- 
cedented ou p tt. now admit lliat prices 
are lower ana the market unset Jed and 
close on demorali^tion. Tiie offers of 
southern iron are the obvious cause. 
Tlie fact of greatest significance re^ 
piated by rates here has been tha 
slackening in demand for finished 
products, and some c-oncessions are now 
nuule in eastern markets on rails for 
billets. There are few sellers and no 
buyers, and the bar mills are running 
short of orders.

A town is meaatired 
and reckoned not by the size and number 
of ita popnlatkM, nor by tbe amonnt ol 
bnsiness done or wealth acramnUted.bat 
by t|be intelligence and character of its 
people ; and no people ean be an intelli- 
gent one which bas not access to, or does 
notarail itseU of, tbe accamalated wisdom 
and knowledgeef tbe world. Tbiecanonly 
be done by means of public librarii s 
Tbe people of Slaysrille, some of them, 
may not feel flsttered bt being plainly 
told that they need a i;oo<i many thinge, 
bat among tbem all they nee<i notbinit 
more than a good and wellnised Pnblic 
Library. I sen a good munv sit;t s of the 
recognition of thie feet, perhaps, as yet, 
more among the women than among the 

men ; but the iilea needc to be kept iiefore 
the people, and in time, it is to be hope» 
before a long time, it will be brooKbt 
about. Why cannot il be accomplished 
tbis year that prorision be made to put a 
proper building on the lot on Sntton 
streei ? 

Appropoe of this mttter, I find in the 
New York Oritie an sccoaat of a pohlic 

raeetiug at Cliickerinif Hall, at winch the 
most prominent men of the city were 
preeent aad spoke In behalf of the Free 
Circulating Library for th ttclty Among 
otb^r addresses wssone by ex* President 
Cleveland. He said: 

A man or woman wbo nsvsr rtada a"d 1- 
abandoued to uiitlilnklnK torpor, or who 
allowa the entire menial ilte lo be bounded by 
the nai row llneH ol ii dully i ecu i riiiK routine 
of eltort 'or mere existence cauiiol escape a 
eODdltlon of barreuuesa of inli.d, which not 
only cauaea tbe decay of IndUidU'tl content- 
ment and bapplnws, bat fklls to yield to i be 
State Its Jaaily wpae t ed retaro of asefBlnesa 
lu TBlaabls sarvles and wtwlesome polltloal 
•etion. Aaother braneta oi this qasa- 
tion ahnuld not be OTerlooked. It to aotonly 
of great Importailoe that our youth and our 
men and women should have the ability, (be 
desire and the opportunity lo read, but tbe 
kind of books Ibey read Is no less Important. 
Without guldauceand without the Invliatlon 
and encouragement to read publications 
whiob will Improve as well aa Interest, there 
U danger that our people will have In their 
bands bookt whose luflueuoe and tendency 
are ot a n«g«llve sort.

Uke other good tbing* 
the alilltty and opportualty to read may be eo 
us d aa to defeat tbelr beDefloeot parpnsas. 

These con^lieratlons, and tbe fket tbat 
iiiai.v ioiiouK us having tbe abllliy and Incli- 
nation to re td are unable to furnish tbem* 
selves with protliabl • and wholesome bookh. 
amply Ju'tify the beiieflcfii t tnmslon of our 
Free CIrculal lug Library. I s phiii an I o|>n- 
Htlou, so exactly adju-ited lo meet a Hltuailon 
which cannot safely be Ignored and lo wants 
which ou'^bt not to be neglected, eetabllsh lis 
olalm opoa tbe enconragemeDt aud reafoo- 
able aid of tlie pnbllo aatbnrliles and oom> 
mend It meet folly to the sapport and geaer* 
eroalty ol private benefSeUoo. Tbe develop 
mcnt which this good work bas already 
re obed in <uir city .has exliil)lted the broad 
field yet remaining untouehe 1 'and tbe In- 
ade()ii ey o' present operatlonii. It baa 
I rouaht to view, al^o, luslunces of noUlnln- 
iilvldual plillHritlirnpby and disinterested 
eflort and CKUirlbuilon.
